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DETAILED ACTION 

The Applicant's arguments in the Appeal Brief filed 11/07/2008 are persuasive 
and therefore, the finality of the last Office action dated: 06/10/2008 is withdrawn. 

Claims Allowed 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A process for the production of pipeline-transportable crude oil from a bitumen 
feed, the process comprising the steps (1 ) through (6) as claimed in claim 1 , wherein 
the first fraction obtained in step (1 ) is distilled, the thermally cracked residual fraction in 
step (3) is distilled, the light fractions obtained in the distillation steps are combined with 
the second portion of the original bitumen, and wherein the heavy fraction from second 
distillation is used for power/heat generation, is not taught or fairly suggested in the prior 
art. 

The prior art teaches thermal cracking of the entire first fraction (without step [2] 
of distillation) and combining the entire cracked fraction (without step [4] of separating 
the light fraction for combining and heavy fraction for power/heat generation) with the 
second portion of original bitumen. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
